snail tf it wa not too big: Castoff shells 
of small molinsks. bit» of broken coral. 
tiny stones and even fragmenta - of 
broken giass dropped overboard from 
Passing vexseis-ure cemented tirmly to 
the edges of the crowing shell, nor ts 
this’ curious creature satixtied when 
the shell ts completely covered, but 
continues to add to its collection by 
fastening new pieces to the old ones 
already piled upon. its pack until it ts

Aa it ts an inhabitant of tropical wa 
ters swarming witb voracious fish, 
crabs, etc. there ts method tn Its mad 
Hess. its hungry enemies pass it by, 
unable to distinzuish it from the rocks 
and shells on the seu bottom.

Dandelions. { 

The suburban housewife can find 
plenty of young shoots of dandelions 
at this season to use on her table if 
she possesses a good sized lawn. For 
salads and pot herbs at this season 
gather the delicate young leaves early. 
in the morning, as the hot sun of 
midday seems to toughen them. 

The dandelion is such a bitter little 
herb that a saind madé entirely of it 
is not to be advised. The leives'com- | 
bine well with lettuce or onions and 
may be used with new beets or 4 
deviled eges. An excellent French | 
cook adds a bit of bacon cut in dice 
to a ealad of bleached dandelion 
leaves. 


Macaroni and Bacon. 

To cook macaron! and ‘bacon teke a 
quarter of a pound of macaroni, a 
quarter of a pound of rashers of ba- 
con, four tomatoes or six if small, 
grated cheese, butter, pepper and salt. 
Boil the macaroni in salted water. till 
tender, then drain and. cut. into sbort 
lengths. Fill a buttered baking dish 
with layers of macaroni and tomatoes, 
flavoring each layer with pepper, salt 
and grated cheese and putting some 
small. bits of butter between, Cover | 
the top with breadcrumbs and bake 
for half an hour in a moderate oven. 
Serve with nicely fried rashers of ba- 
con on top. 


Coffee Cake, 

To make coffee «eam cake take one 
and a half cups of sugar, two of flour, 
two eggs. two and a half teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, a pinch of salt, 
about three-quarters of a teaspoonful 
of lemon, a quarter of a cup of butter 
and a tablespoonful of cocoanut. Melt 
the butter, break in the eggs without 
beating and pour in an eighth of a cup 
of milk and half a cup of cold coffee.
